now furnish the ocoaalon for heated dis- 
putes. Tbo effect of tbe manifesto at 
present appears to be unsatisfactory to 
all except the blindest partisans of the 
grand old man. 
The Radicals are the 


most unfavorably affected Dy It, and are 
evidently disappointed lu view of tbe at- 
titude assumed by Mr. Gladstone In re- 
gard to their pet Ideas. 
Still It Is not 


believed that the dlffusoness and evas- 
iveness of the document will seriously 
hurt the Liberal cause tbe campaign.
